The introduction of a PAYE 
system gives the Government 
in power the opportunity to 
stress its benevolence by re- 
mittmg a year’s taxation, For 
since tax at present is pald in 
February on the income carned 
in the year ended on the pre- 
ceeding March 31, PAYE tax is 
collected for the current year, 


Same Amount 


Thus, the Government — will 
recelve the same amount of re- 
venue and the people will pay 
as much, but there will be one 
fax yenr--that ended In) Mareh 
3h oof =the selected =ycar—on 
which the Government will not 
need to collect tax. 


Whether this tax will, in fact, 
be remitled depends upon the 
Goverament, When the system 
was introduced in Britain, this 
lax was remitted for individuals. 
In Australla, jjowever, the 
Government collected part of 
it, although the payments were 
spread over a number of years, 


Apart from the psychological 
advuntage which a government 
can gain by remitting taxation 
without loss of revenue, PAYE 
is a much more convenient 
system of collection for the 
ordinary citlzon, One pound a 
week deducted from wages by 
the employer and never s¢en by 
the employee is missed much 
less than £62 scraped together 
os imcome tax payment day 
comes round. 


For the employer, PAYE has 
no particular odvantage. ty 
involves extra work, but not an 
excessive mount ous he fs al- 
ready responsible for deducting
